Payment of Freight When Dam- 
ages Are Claimed.

Should a consignee or freightee first 
pay » freight charges before he shall 
hav e a right to sue a common carrier for 
damage to his goods, or for the delivery of 
the goods, when the damage equals or ex- 
ceeds the freight charge? Under the old 
English practice the freighter was com- 
pelled to resort to an independent action 
for his damages, but this doctrine has been 
repudiated in America. 

It seems that in England now, undera 
comparatively recent statute, a set-off is 
allowed in an action to recover the 
freight charge. Itisstatedin 8 Am. and 
Eng. Enc. Law, p. 977, that ‘‘ in the United 
States it is well settled that, if the goods 
are damaged in a manner for which the 
carrier is liable, the owner may deduct the 
amount of injury from the freight, or he 
may recoup the amount of damage when 
sued for freight.’’ In Redfield on Rail- 
roads, p. 188, it is stated: ‘* If the goods be 
damaged in a manner for which the carrier 
is liable, the owner may deduct the amount 
of injury from the freight,’’ and in a note 
itis said, ‘‘ The right of the owner of the 
goods to insist on any damage done the 
goods, for which the carrier is liable, by 
way of recoupment or deduction from the 
freight, is well established in this courtry, 
and is a most elementary principle, as ap- 
plicable to analogous cases. The case of 
Ewart v. Kerr (Supreme Court, South 
Carolina), Rice, 2038, decided in 1839, was 
one of the pioneers in this line, and the 
court's wisdom is being more and more 
vindicated."’ 

The freighter's right to set off his dam- 
ages against the freight is the first logical 
step in the solution of the question. Un- 
doubtedly the carrier has a lien on the 
goods for the freight due upon the per- 
formance of its contract. Thirty years 
later the Supreme Court of Vermont said: 
“It is fundamental in the law that the right 
of the carrier to have his freight results 
from the performance, on his part, of the 
contract in virtue of which he undertakes 
and proceeds in the carriage of the prop- 
erty. If they fail to carry, and have ready 
for delivery, they could not maintain a 
claim for freight. If in the carriage they 
should subject themselves to liability for 
damage to the consignee in respect to the 
property carried that would disentitle them, 
to the extent of such liability, to demand 
and recover freight. And it the damage 
should exceed the amount of the freight to 
which they would otherwise be entitled of 
course they would not be entitled to demand 
and recover anything for the carriage of 
the property. Such seems to be the result 
of the unquestioned principles and of the 
decidea cases bearing upon the subject." 
The court distinctly held that where the 
carrier, by delay in transportation and de- 
livery of goods, had injured the consignee 
‘oan amount equal to the charge for freight, 
the lien of the carrier ceased, and the con- 
‘ignee could maintain an action for the 
Tecovery of the goods without paying or 
tendering the freight. 

The title to goods in the hands of a car- 
ner is in the freighter or consignee, and it

Property may be held by the carrier for the 
Payment of the freight charges thereon, 
wh 


ten the damages equal or exceed the cost 
of freight, in which case the freight charges 
may go to cancel or diminish the damages. 
When the damage equals or exceeds the 
freight the carrier's lien for freight is 
Sone, and the owner’s right of possession 
of his property is complete, and he may 
maintain an action for claim and delivery 
for the property, and for damages. The 
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carrier thus loses noright. He either holds 
the goods under his claim for freight, or 
he is protected by the bond given by the 
plaintiff (the freighter) for the return of 
the property in the event that he fails in 
his action; while, on the other hand, noth- 
ing would protect the freighter against his 
loss in the event of insolvency of the carrier 
if the freighter were compelled first to 
pay freight before suing for damages. 

As a general rule it is wisest and safest 
for the freighter to pay the freight, and 
then sue for damages, since the possession 
of the goods by the consignee would earliest 
put them to their designed use, would tend 
to diminish the injury arising from the de- 
tention from that use, and especially would 
afford the consignee better means of ascer- 
taining the amount of damage already 
done; but this is a rule of caution, and 
not a rule of law. 
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Paper Maker’s Gauge. 

The invention herewith illustrated 
consists of a paper maker's gauge formed 
of rollers which are adapted to be moved 
in their bearings by the varying thickness 
of paper and thereby operate 
a gauge or register and a gov- 
ernor for preventing the trem- 
bling or vibrations of the frame 
from affecting the index finger 
of the gauge or register. Be- 
tween the register and rollers 
is a system of levers so con- 
structed, arranged and com- 
bined that the device is sim- 
plified, operates delicately, and 
springs are avoided, excepting 
such as may exist in the reg- 
ister. 

It also consists of the inter- 
position between the governor 
and the support therefor of a 
knuckle or universal joint, so 
that the governor is caused to 
yield when subjected to lateral 
pressure, thus preventing strain 
on the parts. It also consists in 
providing the gauge or register with a dial 
having different sets of graduations thereon 
relatively to different grades of paper to 
be gauged. 

Figure 1 represents a side elevation of the 
device; Fig. 2 represents a transverse ver- 
tical section; Fig. 3 a vertical section of 
the governor and adjacent parts on an en- 
larged scale; Fig. 4a partia) side elevation 
and partial section of the register, and Fig. 
5 a face view of the dial 

A designates a vertical frame, and B a 
number of parallel rollers, whose journals 
are mounted in boxes, C, which are loosely 
fitted in the sides of the frame, so as to 
be capable of sliding or moving therein. 
Bearing upon the journal box or side of 
the upper roller is a head, D, pivotally con- 
nected with the horizontal lever E, the 
latter having one of its ends pivoted to the 
frame A and the other end pivotally con- 
nected with the vertical and depending rod 
F, which 1s attached to one end of the 
horizontal lever G, mounted on the frame 
A parallel, or approximately parallel, with 
said lever E. 

H represents a governor consisting of a 
cylinder or body containing a piston, J, 
whose stem, K, passes freely through stuff- 
ing boxes on the upper and lower ends of 
the body, both of the ends being open for 
the passage of the piston stem or rod, K. 
The upper end of the stem is attached to 
the lever G, and the lower end is attached 
to the operating mechanism of the register 
L, which is secured to the frame A in any 
suitable manner, and having on its dial 
graduations for indicating the thickness of 
paper. 

The governor is attached to the frame 
A by means of the universal or knuckle 
joint M, whereby its body may yield to 
any strain which may be imparted to the 
stem K due to its connection with the lever 
G and the register L when the lever is 
operated. 
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The rod F is formed in sections connected 
by the buckle K’, whereby the device may 
be adjusted in order to set the hand of the 
register true to the proper gauge of the 
paper, and a uniform relation may be main- 
tained between the levers at all times. 

The operation is as follows: A web of 
paper is passed around the rollers, and 
when the thickness of the paper is normal 
the index finger of the register will remain 
at the relative graduation. Should, how- 
ever, the thickness of the paper increase, 
the rollers will be raised, the effect of which 
is the elevation of the head D, and the con- 
sequent operation of the lever G and of the 
register J, whereby the index of the latter 
will indicate the increase, the same being 
true in reverse order in the case of a de- 
crease in the thickness, so that under either 
circumstance the paper maker will be ad- 
vised that the flow of pulp requires regu- 
lation or adjustment. The register or 
gauge L has its dial, N, rotatable on or 
around the shaft P of the index Q, and is 
provided with sets of different graduations, 
as at S, for gauging paper of different 
grades or thickness, so that as the paper is 
changed the dial will be rotated or adjusted 
so as to bring the proper set of graduations 
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behind the index Q, the effect of which is 
evident. 

The governor H consists of a cylinder 
with tke piston J therein, and the stem K 
connected with the piston and having its 
opposite portions passing through the ends 
of the cylinder, as has been stated. 

The cylinder is filled with oil or other 
fluid in which the piston J has its play, 
and the latter has a port, T, vertically 
through the same, so that the oil or fluid 
above and below the piston is in communi- 
cation, it being noticed that the oil forms a 
cushion for the piston or plunger and thus 
serves to steady the piston in the cylinder, 
without, however, preventing the piston 
from being properly raised by the elevation 
of the lever G, the return motion of the | 
piston being accomplished by the spring 
of the register. 


The Chemical “Test of Sulphite | 
Liquor.

The value of the chemical test of 
any sulphite liquor known as the “ iodine 
titration '’ is only appreciated by those who 
are versed in this analytical method and its | 
application in practice. The chemical prin- 
ciples involved in the test are so simple 
that when explained in a practical man- | 
ner the detail necessary for conducting its | 
operations and interpreting the results can 
be fully understood by every person who 
is a practical sulphite fibre manufacturer 
and in no sense a chemist. 

There are chemists, and especially mem- 
bers of the undergraduate classes of some 
of our prominent scientific schools, who 
seek a concise treatise upon this subject, 
which will describe the analytical method | 
for testing sulphite liquors and the relation | 
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of its results to the practical anltead of 
the mill. 

I would not attempt to make the assertion 
that sulphite fibre cannot be cooked, and 
the best sulphite liquor made, where the 
iodine test has never been used, for such 
a statement would be totally wrong and 
contrary to the history of many sulphite 
mills. 

There are, however, times in the expe- 
rience of every sulphite fibre maker when 
the application of this test proves extremely 
helpful, and sometimes to the extent of sav- 
ing him from serious losses by avoiding 
difficulties which his practical knowledge 
could never have foreseen. 

Again, we find problems in sulphite mills, 
and particularly in those producing fibre 
fora great many paper mills, which never 
worry the mind of the man who is running 
both of these industries—the paper mill and 
sulphite mill conjointly. 

In the first case there is a larger num- 
ber of grades of fibre to be produced, if 
each consignment is made to conform to 
the requirements of its customer; while in 
the latter case only a few varieties are re- 
quired, according to their degree of softness 
and strength. If the digester is running 
properly and under uniform 
conditions the softness and 
strength of the fibre change in 
harmony with the strength of 
the liquor with respect to (total) 
sulphurous acid. 

The longer the digester is al- 
lowed to cook the weaker will 
become the liquor with respect 
to total sulphurous acid, and 
the softer and more tender the 
fibre. 

If the foreman of the digester 
room follows some precise plan 
for steaming up his boiler and 
relieving the free gases, to in- 
crease the temperature during 
the operation of the cooking, it 
is seldom that the fibre will not 
be of the same quality with re- 
gard to these essential features 
just mentioned. Again, we 
will suppose that a strange man is cooking 
a digester and has been instructed to make 
a very soft fibre. 

He has in mind the correct method for 
steaming up the boiler and for “ blowing 
gases,’’ but is not so sure that he can de- 
termine exactly the right time for blowing 
down and dumping. If this is done too 
early he will produce “ harsh”"’ fibre, which 
will retain some of the resinous substance 
of the wood; but should he overstep the 
mark and in his efforts to make a very 
soft fibre run the digester too long, he is 
apt to discolor his stock. 

Some paper makers require a soft fibre, 
but refuse to use that which has been even 
slightly ‘‘ scorched,’’ for in this case they 
are obliged to bleach their paper stock and 
that means additional expense. 

When a digester has been cooked so long 
as to have reduced its acid far below the 
test limit, then the fibre and sulphite liquor 
assume almost a black color. While the 
liquor is doing its work and contains sul- 
phurous acid, this gas will be evolved to 
create a pressure and keep the temperature 
down below the point where this charring 
effect can take place. If, on the contrary, 
the percentage of sulphurous acid in the 
boiler is insufficient to hold the temperature 
back it is an indication that the liquor has 
lost its strength to such an extent that, 
when the “‘ cooker "’ eliminates the free gas 
there is practically none to take its place. 

Besides the chemical test, the other means 
of determining the condition of the fibre 
and acid in the digester are by their appear- 
ance and odor. After considerable prac- 
tice a ‘‘cooker’’ is able to tell by such an 
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| examination when the digester should be 


blown down. He first looks at the stock 
just as it comes from the digester, noting 
the color of the liquor and the intensity of 
its pungent odor, then washes the pulp in 
water and observes its physical condition, 
especially with regard to the length of fibre, 
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softness, color, &c. The a other place 
where an iodine test can be employed to 
advantage is in the acid room. The acid 
maker should know the absolute strength of 
his fresh liquor before sending it to the di- 
gester, for if that is of an inadequate com- 
position the fibre will cease to be of uniform 
and satisfactory quality. The liquor con- 
tains the three constituents each of which 
are determined, either in percentage, or the 
weight in a given volume of liquor, viz.: 
1, lime; 2, combined sulphurous acid; 3, 
free sulphurous acid. 

a. Lime + (comb. ) sulphurous acid —sul- 
phite of lime. 

4. Sulphite of lime + free sulphurous 
acid — bisulphite of lime. 

Substances 1 and 2 unite in a definite 
ratio by weight, viz., 56 : 64; therefore, when 
the combined sulphurous acid has been 
found, by calculation we can determine the 
lime present. It is only necessary, then, ¢ 
for substances 2 and % to be determined 
by analytical methods. 

The substance 3, viz., free sulphurous 
acid, does not unite with sulphite of lime 
in any definite ratio to form bisulphite of 
lime-—at least we find that different sul- 
phite liquors vary in composition with re- 
spect to this constituent. 

To describe roughly the manner in which 
a sample of bisulphite liquor is treated in 
order to derive these three results, only 
two analytical operations are performed, 
and by them it is possible to estimate: 

1. Total sulphurous acid } Free 

2. Free ** § combined. 
Then the difference between them must be 
the combined sulphurous acid. Now, by 
recalling the fact that the lime and the com. 
bined sulphurous acid are united in the 
liquor in the ratio of 56 : 64, by proportion 
we have: 

56 :64=X : combined sulpburous acid. 

. If this brief outline of analytical methods 
and operations in a test of sulphite liquor 
can be understood, it will aid materially in 
the more detailed descriptions which are 
to follow.

‘* All day the action of the bankers, who 
tied up $10,000,000 in trying to hold 
up the hands of the Moores in their stock 
juggling and in the subsequent protection 
of local street railway stocks, was unfa- 
vorably commented on. The criticism of 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Company 
was particularly severe, and conservative 
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bankers characterised its action as ‘bad 
banking.’ The fact that directors of the 
bank were concerned in the speculative 
deal was also the subject of unfavorable 
comment. ‘It seems to me,’ said one 
banker, ‘that the history of banking in the 
United States contains many object lessons 
showing the lack of financial wisdom, to 
put it mildly, of backing speculative deals 
even in’ prosperous times. What valid 
excuse bankers can give to the patrons of 
their banks for doing such a thing when 
financial affairs are in an unsettled state 
Icannotimagine. Bankers should do noth- 
ing to impair in the slightest degree the 
confidence of the commercial world in their 
business sense and acumen, and I am afraid 
those who are tied up in the Diamond 
Match fiasco will lose not only on the stock 
they loaned on, but in other ways. ”’ 

Is it any wonder that some two weeks 
ago five failures (although not, it is pleas- 
ant to say, connected with the paper trade) 
were reported within the same hour; or 
that sound merchants and manufacturers 
find it next to impossible to procure the 
ready money necessary to carry on the 
ordinary course of business ? 

A quotation from a reliable authority in 
my last letter showed the abundant re- 
sources of the banks. This, then, is the 
way they have been using their money, 
instead of lending a helping hand to those 
business interests to which the whole com- 
munity must look for anything like general 
prosperity. Who can blame business men 
for being indignant ? 

Under its general heading of ‘‘ Failures ’’ 
last week THe JourNAL had a brief account 
of the commercial disasters of Geo. H. Tay- 
lor & Co., of this city. The list of chattel 
mortgages therein given is substantially 


correct. The amount—nearly $38,000 — 
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will, it is said, about absorb the stock on 
hand. There are accounts outstanding, 
according to the estimate of Mr. Taylor's 
counsel, amounting to some $20,000, which 
are perfectly good, and real estate worth, 
say, $15,000. What can be realized from 
other accounts and from the firm’s interest 
in uncompleted contracts is somewhat prob- 
lematical. 

As no official detailed statement of the 
assets and liabilities of the firm has yet 
been prepared, nor any meeting of the 
creditors held, it is impossible at the pres- 
ent writing to say just what the outcome 
will be ; but it is reported that the liabili- 
ties are from $120,000 to $180,000. 

Mr. Taylor himself is quite ill, but your 
correspondent was admitted to a brief in- 
terview with him a few days ago, in the 
course of which he said, in substance: 

‘* Had we had any fair show of assistance 
we might have worked through, but in 
such a money market the turn could not 
be made. It will take some days yet to 
find out where we stand. Certain nego- 
tiations are in progress, of the result of 
which I am hopeful. The very best settle- 
ment possible will be made. Meantime, 
you can say that Mr. Taylor asks that 
manufacturers, in their efforts to deal direct 
with the consumers, will not try to acquire 
his trade; and hopes that his neighbors and 
competitors will remember, in his behalf, 
the golden rule."’

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IN a recent communication to a Chi- 
cago paper the Canadian Prime Min- 
ister took occasion to express senti- 
ments of friendship and regard for the 
people of the United States. There is 
no reason why reciprocity to this extent 
should not prevail between us and the 
Canadians, and we are sure that there 
is no feeling on this side which 
can preclude the most amicable rela- 
tions, even if our economic views are 
not in accord with those of the Do- 
minion Government. Mr. Laurier not 
unnaturally desires to re-establish re- 
ciprocal commercial relations between 
his country and ours. It must not be 
forgotten, however, that the actuating 
idea of Canadian policy in this respect 
has hitherto been of a one-sided nature, 
or, in other words, to gain advantage 
in return for a very small considera- 
tion. This is not reciprocity, nor do 
we believe that with the views enter- 
tained by Canadian leaders of either 
political party it can ever become 
favorably impressed upon the minds of 
the treaty making power of the United 
States. Again, the free trade ideas of 
the Canadian minister will be no more 
commendable to Americans than they 
are to a large proportion of his consti- 
tuency. Canada has great and as yet 
scarcely touched resources and has 
hardly progressed beyond the thresh-

old of the gateway to the develop- 
ment of her industrial and material 
prosperity. When the next change in 
government occurs we may look for a 
reversal of policy which will be likely 


| to upset the whole theory and plans 





of the present administration of Cana- 
dian affairs. 





THE status of the paper making in- 
dustry is somewhat anomalous. Mills 
are reported to be shut down at differ- 
ent points, some awaiting the changes 


which the future may bring forth, 
while others are making improve- 
ments intended to increase’ their 
capacity. Thus it appears that in 
some cases there is hope deferred, 
and in other instances anticipation 
of a demand which will induce 
activity. Generally considered the 
business situation is little variable 


from late past experiences. At certain 
points buyers are coming forward and 
in other places they are holding back. 
In some sections collections are re- 
ported to be fair, while in other locali- 
ties they are variously set forth as be- 
ing good, bad or indifferent. There 
is an impression abroad that confi- 
dence is returning, certain recent 
events, coupled with gold imports, 
tending to relieve the strain. Existing 
conditions appear to be favorable to 
domestic trade, and our exports at this 
season are increasing to an extent not 
counterbalanced byimports. We must 
wait a little longer, a few weeks inter- 
vening before the settlement of the 
important issues now so disturbing to 
business enterprises and preventing 
the general resumption of commercial 
activity. 





OnE of the Western journals an- 
nounces that a process has been in- 
vented for converting wood into,fibre 
for paper making uses at a reduction in 
cost of from 50 to 75 per cent. compared 
with present expenditure. The process 
is said to be secret, and from this we 
may infer that the world at large is not 
to derive any benefit from the alleged 
discovery, the inventor preferring to 
carry on a monopoly of the business. 
Manufacturers of chemical fibre may 
well dread the coming change should 
this report be well founded, for they 
may be called on to meet a competition 
which with their present appliances 
they cannot afford to encounter. Given 
a fibre costing 75 per cent. less than 
that now on the market, the price of 
wood fibre could be reduced 50 per 
cent. and yet leave a very handsome 
margin for the operator, who would 
gather in theArade while other manu- 
facturers were forced out of the market. 
This is, however, too much of a prom- 
ise to believe at present, and it needs 
demonstration. It may be that a great 
change is impending. We have seen 
so much in the paper making advance 
of the day that we cannot assert that 
the limit of improvement*has been at- 
tained ; but it will be difficult to realize 
that paper pulp can be produced at a 
cost which is next to nothing. 





PAPER STOCK JMPORTS. 

The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jute butts excepted—at 
the port of New York during the month 
ended August 31, as reported, amounted 
to 12,874 bales and 285 tons, the differ- 
ence in quantities, compared with the 
corresponding month of 1895, being a 
decrease in rags of 645 bales, in old 
papers an increase of 265 bales, and in 
manilla stocks a decrease of 1,822 bales. 
There was no wood pulp imported dur- 
ing August, and of chemical fibre 82 
tons less than the July imports were 
brought in. The appended tabulation 
shows the quantities of paper making 
materials of the kinds mentioned which 
were reported as having been imported 
during the month of August for the lagt 
five years :

Trade Talks. 


Morris Hammerschlag, President of the 
Hammerschlag Manufacturing Company, 
New York—I consider that the uncertainty 
which exists among all classes of business 
men as to what will be the result of the 
next election is the principal cause of the 
continued depression in trade, but in my 
opinion business is not as bad as people 
state that itis. While the depression seems 
to be general, I have no reason to complain, 
for, so far as we are concerned. we get our 
share of trade. We did fairly well the 
first six months of the year and have de- 
clared our usual semi-annual dividend. 
Another cause of the hard times is over- 
production, but the doubt about the politi- 
cal outcome in the minds of many is the 
chief cause. Then with overproduction 
cheap goods have been creeping in, such as 
in manillas and so on, which have had their 
effect upon the prices of the good article. 
After the election is over I shall look for 
better times and expect to see a light boom 
in business if the country goes for gold. I 
confidently believe that it will. In my 
business relations I come in contact with 





business men in nearly all lines of 
trade, confectioners, grocers and the 
like, both retail and wholesale,. and 


located in all parts of the country, and 
they are all for gold and hopeful of the 
future. I have met just three men who are 
for silver. 1 do not come across the enthu- 
siasm for silver that I have seen manifested 
for gold everywhere I have been. Hardly 
any business house is in favor of silver, and 
upon these expressions among business 
houses and from the study I have given the 
question I base my opinion partly. In con- 
clusion I desire to say that we want our 
bonds to sell at a premium, We want a 
dollar that is worth and will be received 
as 100 cents anywhere and everywhere, at 
home or abroad, in Germany, France, 
England or in whatever country it goes to, 
but if the country should by any chance 
vote for silver a panic will immediately 
follow, and within two years there will be 
another worse panic when an attempt is 
made to adjust things to a silver standard.

In one of the largest paper mills in Rus- 
sia the hours of labor have been reduced 
from twelve to eight, and the manager 
writes to an exchange as follows : ‘‘ Instead 
of increased drinking by the workmen, the 
only drink shop in the place had to give up 
business. Between 400 and 500 of the 
operatives regularly attend lectures, and 
orchestral, vocal and reading unions have 
been formed. These things were impos- 
sible under the old twelve hour system.” 


Paper or pulp manufacturers who are 
looking for constant water power at a rate 
lower than that charged at any place now 
known will be much interested in an ad- 
vertisement which appears in another col- 
umn. It is claimed that the location pos- 
sesses unusual natural advantages, that the 
shipping may be by rail or water as de- 
sired. These points are such as to make 
the matter of importance to all paper and 
pulp makers who are looking for a manu- 
facturing site. 

According to a paragraph now making the 
rounds, the chimney stack of a German 
sugar factory was provided with a soot 
catcher, and six days afterward the accumu- 
lation was removed, and found to figure up 
about 6,700 pounds, which at a low estimate 
ought to amount to about 175 tons in a year. 
While the correctness of the figures cannot 
be vouched for, it is safe to presume that 
the result of the experiment was instructive. 
Soot catchers are not very commonly used 
appurtenances to steam plants, and prob- 
ably have little value except as means of 
complying with local smoke ordinances. 
The object lessons, Casszer remarks, which 
they could teach might lead to very accept- 
able fuel economies.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market was somewhat nervous, but at no 
time did it display any weakness, the 
majority of the moving shares closing at 
higher figures. Call loans on stock col- 
lateral are fairly easy on a basis of 5@6 per 
cent., with the close nominally at 3@4 per 
cent. Callloans at banks and trust com- 
panies are at a minimum of 6 per cent. on 
good securities. Time contracts are quoted 
by the foreign bankers at 6 per cent. for 
sixty days with a gold note, but the major- 
ity of the borrowers want money for longer 
periods, and those who obtain it are re- 
quired to give first-class collateral and to 
pay 6 per cent. and commission. It is re- 
ported that 6 per cent. and 1 per cent. com- 
mission have been paid for loans running 
from four to six months on choice collateral, 
and a higher commission has been paid for 
loans for the same time on good Stock Ex- 
change security. Much depends upon the 
urgency of requirements. The best of com- 
mercial paper offering was quoted at 9 to 
10 per cent. Choice indorsed bills receiv- 
able are quoted at 9 per cent., but few are 
being sold. Quotations of paper were al- 
most wholly nominal. Foreign exchange 
was dull but steady. Posted rates were 
$4.8314 for sixty days and $4.85% for 
sight. Actual rates were $4.82 4 @4.824/ for 
sixty days and $4.84@4.844 ee sight. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—The market 
continues without much of special feature, 
trade going along about as it has of late. 
Mills for the most part complain of being 
dull, although some Book mills report an 
increase of business recently. News mills 
are mostly busy, but some of them are 
looking for orders, and appear to be yield- 
ing their ideas somewhat. Writings and 
Manillas are in fair call, but none of the 
makers are overburdened with demand.

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WATERTOWN, N. Y., September 2, 1896. 

An interesting suit has been brought 
against the water commissioners of this 
city by the H. Remington & Son Pulp and 
Paper Company. The object of the action 
is to restrain the defendants from erect- 
ing and maintaining dams at Huntington 
Island. The injunction asked by the com- 
pany has not as yet been granted, but prob- 
ably will be. The water commissioners are 
B. B. Taggart, John C. Knowlton, Levi H. 
Brown and Edward B. Sterling. They pur- 
chased lands and proposed to dam the 
Black River in two places, so as to give a 
better water supply to the city. The plaintiff 
claims that this will destroy a water power 
owned by it. 

The complaint alleges that the Black 
River is a non-navigable, private, fresh 
water stream, with rapids and falls produc- 
ing water power ; that plaintiff owns prop- 
erty on both sides of the river beginning at 
its pulp mill in Black River and extending 
down the stream for a distance of 2,000 
feet ; that from the upstream boundary of 
the first mentioned piece to the down- 
stream boundary of the said last mentioned 
piece of land in Rutland there is a differ- 
ence of level in the river of about 32 to 35 
feet; that the plaintiff's pulp mill is situ- 
ated on the bend of the river on the Rut- 
land side, upon the lands mentioned above, 
where a dam has been erected, producing a 
head of from 18 to 23 feet, according to the 
height of water in the river ; that to a point 
down said stream about 2,000 feet from the 
pulp mill the difference in level is such 
that a water power having the entire 
volume of the river with 14 feet head can 
be produced by the erection of a dam 
across the river upon the plaintiff's land ; 
that the plaintiff purchased the land and 
the appurtenant water rights, with a view 
and for the purpose of erecting a dam and 
building a paper mill to be used in connec- 
tion with its pulp mill, but has not yet be- 
gun the erection of either, although it in- 
tends so to doin the near future ; that the 
last mentioned water power is of great 
value, to wit: not less than $150,000. 

The complaint then goes on to recite 
what the water commissioners propose to 
do, and if they carry out their plans of 
building dams at Huntington Island it will 
destroy plaintiff's water power. There does 
not seem to be much doubt that an injunc- 
tion will be granted.

judging of the merits or the shortcomings 


of the different types of boilers that are so | 


freely advertised, and for some of which 
extravagant claims are made. If a manu- 
facturer has a 500 horse power engine he 
may order 500 horse power of boilers to 
run it with, and not have even the most 
remote idea of what that 500 horse power 
really means. 

For illustration I will refer to the case of 
a mill owner who needed boilers to run an 
engine which rated at 150 horse power. He 
informed several manufacturers of tubular 
boilers that he wanted two 80 horse power 
boilers and asked for prices. He rather 
favored two of these parties from the start, 
but when he received their respective bids 
he found a great difference in the prices 
asked, and immediately closed with the 
lowest bidder. Now I would offer no ob- 
jection to this provided the boilers were to 
be of the same size and quality, but in this 
case they were not, for when the low priced 
boilers were installed he discovered that 
there were no domes on them, while the 
other party had calculated on furnishing 
large well made domes. I am well aware 
of the fact that many good engineers do 
not believe in putting on domes, but this 
does not enter into the question at this time, 
for if it had been understood that no domes 
were wanted the other party could have 
made a lower price than he did. 

The boilers furnished were 15 feet long. 
while the unsuccessful bidder had intended 
to furnish boilers 18 feet long. Further- 
more, the low-priced boilers had only small 
hand holes in the heads below the tubes, 
and they had as many tubes as could be 
crowded into the lower part of the shells 
because a given number of square feet of 
heating surface can be furnished in this 
way cheaper than by making a boiler longer 
or large in diameter. The higher-priced 
boilers would have had large manholes be- 
low the tubes, not only making it possible 
for a man to go into the shells when clean- 
ing andinspecting them and affording room 
in whiclkto make repairs, but providing a 
solid body of water directly over the fires 
at all times when in service. One bidder 
had rated his boilers on a basis of 12 square 





es 


making 80x 12x2=1920 square feet in all, 
while the other had intended to furnish 15 
square feet per horse power, or 80x 15x 2 
2400 square feet, showing that there was a 
good reason for his higher price, and also 
demonstrating that his boilers were really 
the cheaper when all things were consid- 
ered. . 
When manufacturers 
simply state the number of horse power 


who want boilers 
that they require and ask for bids on that 
basis alone, they favor those boiler makers 
who furnish the least material and the low- 
est grade of workmanship that will be ac- 
cepted by an inspector; and, furthermore, 
such a course puts a premium on dishon- 


esty, for I regret to say that there are some | 


dishonest boiler makers in this broad land 
of ours, 

In another case that was brought to the 
notice of the writer, a manufacturer wanted 
one tubular boiler, and inspected the stock 
carried by two or more boiler makers, com- 
paring prices for same. ‘The lowest priced 
boiler was, of course, of inferior design 
and not of the best workmanship, but the 
steam user decided to take it after some 
changes that he desired had been made. 
It should be noted that he selected a boiler 
that was carried in stock, as he expected 
to get better value for his money by taking 
one that made when work was not 
driving than he would to order one made; 
specifying that it should be delivered within 
a given time, and in order to satisfy him- 
self that he secured the boiler selected he 
had a private mark put upon it. In due

put into place, but the private mark could 
not be found. Quiet investigation brought 
out the fact that instead of making the 
required alterations in the stock boiler a 
new one had been made in four days’ time, 
and instead of securing one that had been 
made at their leisure he found that he had 
one that was made in the shortest possible 


time, and it is presumed that the workman- | 


ship was not improved by the short time 
allowed, although it is possible to builda 
good boiler at short notice. It is unneces- 
sary to add that nothing was done about it, 
as it would have been an expensive and 
unsatisfactory job to attempt to secure the 
boiler actually purchased. 

The steam user who purchased the pair 
of boilers rated at 80 horse power each 
soon found that it was only by forcing them 
that he could secure the necessary steam to

do his work, and the plant was frequently 
shut down on this account until a new en- 
gineer was hired who adopted methods 
which made it possible to run ten hours per 
day; but it was hard work, and after a 
time it was necessary to put in another 
boiler. The reason for this was as follows: 
Although the engine was rated at 150 horse 
power, no measures were taken to ascertain 
how much power was actually called for, 
neither was any allowance made for increase 
of capacity of mill.. Consequently, when 
the engine was indicated and found to be 
developing more than 150 horse power, 
which was gradually increased until it re- 
quired more than 200 horse power to oper- 
ate the machinery, no further reason was 
needed for the necessity of forcing the 
boilers.
